It is 
because most students do not realize the value of a 
school paper until they are in high school, and fre- 
quently they are juniors or seniors even then. 

What we need is more grammar school and junior 
high school papers. Pupils should be taught from the 
grammar grades to write stories and articles for the 
school paper. This will develop interest and establish 
self-confidence so that the high school pupil will not 
be writing his first story or sending in a first attempt 
to an overworked editor. When pupils in the elemen- 


tary schools see their stories in print it will stimulate 
their interest in English, a subject which unfortunately 
is a little neglected by the average grammar school 
student. 

Recently Montgomery School issued a paper called 
the Arrow. They deserve credit for their production, 
It was equal to many high school papers and showed 
hard work and serious consideration on the part of 
those who edited it. This month the Pilot reached us 
from Madison Junior High School. Another excel- 
lent paper, with just the right tone. If more of the 
schools would follow the example of Montgomery 
and Madison, our high school papers would be far 
superior to what they now are. Think it over, gram- 
mar schools and junior highs, and we are sure you 
will agree with us and endeavor to issue a paper. 
You will be pleased with the results—because you 
will be bringing your pupils closer and you will be 
establishing a co-operation which is invaluable in the 
production of a high school paper.

A VISION OF THE FUTURE

Thirty years is not so long a span of time to one 
who can recall the happenings of two such periods in 
his own career, and it does not appear a very venture- 
some undertaking to make a prediction for such an- 
other period—and yet, as I reflect, I hesitate. 

Events are pyramiding more rapidly nowadays, 
startling changes are taking place in social, political, 
and economic conditions: an element of uncertainty 
confronts us, and every one is asking, what will be 
the outcome? Doubtful as the future may seem to 
be, I have no hesitation in answering that question. 

When I compare our better mode of living, the im- 
provements in housing conditions and working hours, 
the creature comforts which young and old can now 
enjoy and the vastly increased opportunities for suc- 
cessful career in school and college with the facilities 
and advantages of years ago, then I am making no 
guess in saying that the world is going to be con- 
tinually happier, better and more comfortable. It 
is the trend of evolution and events. It cannot stop. 

The fascination of the present moment to lift the 
veil of the future brings this thought. I am not ad- 
dressing an imaginary person. I am actually speak- 
ing to my successor in 1950, for I am sure he is a 
student of the high school, a reader of this article. 

He was born in Newark. Не loves the City of 
his birth and he is intent with the thought of how he 
may serve her best, how he may show his loyalty, love 
and attachment. He knows that Newark with her 
great natural advantages is destined to be a great 
Metropolis. Не sees her opportunities, he knows her 
enterprise and he wants her to attain and hold the 
leadership for which she is surely destined. Hold 
fast, my dear boy, to your resolve. Whatever else 
may be your task in life, you will find that unselfish 
devotion to public matters, a persistent endeavor for 
your city’s advancement has its best, its greatest re- 
ward in the labor itself. 

When you are President of the Board of Trade, 
the city will look very much as it does today. It will 
have expanded of course. A large part of the 
meadows, now ornate with the graceful waving of its 
tall reeds, will have given way to the march of im- 
provement. All the towns and cities of North Jer- 
sey will have approached the merger, which we are 
seeking today. The Morris and Essex Canal will be 
forgotten—perhaps—and a magnificent boulevard 
covering its muddy bed will be a highway of travel 
and an avenue of rejoice for all the land. 

You may have occasion in time to write a letter of 
sympathy to your successor in 1980, asking him to 
have patience about the finish of the Pasasic Trunk 
Sewer. There are so many difficulties, obstacles and 
objections to be overcome, and after all its perpetuity 


in construction will be a boon to some deserving men. 
You can describe to your successor what the Passaic 
River will be when once it is purified and how its or- 
nate banks, a picture of utility and beauty, will form 
the pleasure ground, the great promenade of the great 
city. 

A greater Newark is being created automatically. 
It grows unseen and irresistably. Every community 
within the Metropolitan area is increasing in popula- 
tion and will gradually merge with the other and with 
it will come the demands for those indispensable neces- 
sities of communal existence, better schools, water, 
sewers, highways, transportation, etc., which are only 
within reach of those who by a community of inter- 
ests command the enormous means to procure them. 


The automobile is developing our singularly attrac- 
tive rural sections for residential purposes; the harbor 
development will be beyond the stage of dispute and 
discussion, and by the combination of maritime traffic, 
railway connections, and terminals, industrial growth 
and trade development that must inevitably follow— 
the greater Newark is bound to become the Metropolis 
of the East. 

Your regime, my dear successor, will differ from 
mine in one essential point. You will not be alone, 
isolated so to speak, as we are, looking only to local 
affairs and matters of community interest. You will 
be concerned in a great national, yes, international 
body politic, that never will look singly at any issue— 
but will function for all the land. Your views have 
broadened; so have your policies, you will know that 
your advantage, happiness, prosperity and welfare de- 
pend upon equal opportunities for all. You can see 
no progress in the downfall or destruction of others. 
Mutual uplift and regeneration will be the slogan of 
the day and just as we see vast combinations forming 
in our industrial life, proving with incontrovertible cor- 
rectness their power for good, so will combinations be 
formed in our Chambers of Commerce, Boards of 
Trade, and similar civic bodies, and they will work 
for the betterment of economic, social and political re- 
lations and will prove their worth, which today is 
only in the making. You are that much nearer to the 
goal and, so, “hitch your wagon to a star." 

You must help inaugurate anew, an additional, a 
perfect system of roads throughout the United States. 
Not the apologetic things that we build one year and 
patch the next, but great, broad, deeply bedded high- 
ways that will pay for themselves as quickly as the 
tunnels which we are about to construct under the 
Hudson River. They will be an enormous factor for 
such an unprecedented trade development that it would 
be futile to predict or describe its vastness, but in point

ALUMNAE ASSOCIATION URGED BY 
DR. KONWISER, "14 


(It is the object of THE PIVOT to present on this 
page monthly interviews with successful Centralites in 
an attempt to bring the student and the Alumnus into 
closer contact for mutual benefit. —E.d. ) 

"I have tried innumerable times," said Dr. Kon- 


wiser, ‘Чо interest the graduates of Central in the ne- 
cessity of organizing ап Alumni Association and the 
plan has always met with their heartiest approval. 


Attempts were made at various times to give Central 
an Alumni Association, plans were formulated and 
funds raised, but each time without success. The war 
put an immediate check on the little we did accomplish, 
but with return of normal conditions and with the re- 
turn of a large number of Central students who were 
in the service, we are once again attempting to organize 
an Alumni Association. Graduates have expressed a 
profound desire to see such an organization as this 
founded and have stated that as individuals they have 
attempted from time to time, but failed to arouse the 
attention of the vast majority who have not been kept 
informed of their endeavors." 

The movement is now Centralized and is rapidly 
gaining favor and impetus, not only with the graduates 
but with the student himself who looks to the creation 
of that which receives him upon graduation and per- 
mits him to take active interest in his Alma Mater even 
after he has left her doors. Every Central graduate 
is interested in the movement.

FORMER TECH MEMBER WRITES FROM BRITISH HONDURAS 


Motorship James Timpson, 
Belize, British Honduras, 
March 20, 1920 
Well Boys: 
I suppose you are wondering whom you could 
know in Central America. We blew down here after 


a trip of about six weeks, having left New York 


January 30. We stopped at Baltimore and New- 
port News, Va., where we loaded coal for Cienfue- 
gos, Cuba. We have had a fine trip so far with the 
exception of about three days on our way from Vir- 
ginia to Cuba. 
= The last day we were in Cienfuegos, our ship, 
which was anchored in the harbor, was alongside of 
a Canadian ship which was taking bunker coal from 
us, the last of our cargo. I went aboard the ‘‘Cana- 
dian Signaller" to visit the operator and was having 
a fine time when lo! I looked out of a port hole to 
see that my ship was gone. I made a flying dash for 
the deck and saw that it was already underway and 
about three feet away from the "'Signaller," so after 
deciding to jump the gap, with sharks possibly waiting 
for me below, I landed on board the “James Timp- 
son" again and a few seconds later, I was safely un- 
derway bound for Belize. That was the flying escape 
of "sparks," and where the old man's gym training 
came in handy, having made the deck in nothing flat. 
With no event of importance. We arrived in Belize 
three days later and anchored, the next day I went 


ashore and found that the most important object there 
was the wireless station which is their only means of 
communication or obtaining news, although the popu- 
lation is about 12,000, and as they have no regular 
mail boat, don't be surprised if I get back before this 
letter does. 

We left Belize two days later and we have just 
been anchored near a small “nut” island, that is where 
cocoanuts are in abundance. 

By the way, the Tech. Club ought to arrange for 
a trip like this. 

Bananas and coconuts and mahogany are the prin- 
cipal exports. Bananas are bought by the bunch 
down here at almost the same price that they cost 
apiece in New York as I bought a bunch for fifteen 
cents a few days ago. Almost everybody on board 
now has a bunch of bananas hanging up in their room. 

We have just finished loading our cargo of mahog- 
any logs and have returned here for two days, whence 
we will sail for New York after a short stop at Jack- 
sonville, Fla., expecting to arrive home about the sec- 
ond week in April. I will try to get up to see the old 
T. C. bunch again before my next trip. 

So with my heartiest wishes for the future prosper- 
ity of the Tech.

ENGLISH CLASS VISITS NEWARK NEWS 


Due to the efforts of Mr. Foley, Newark Evening 
News, the English class of Mr. Snodgrass visited the 
Newark Evening News on Wednesday, May 19, 
1920. 


In the composing room, where the paper is set up, 
many linotype machines may be seen at work. This 
machine sets up a line of type and a line of molds, 
or rather a solid metal bar with raised letters on one 
side. It contains a keyboard in which it resembles a 
typewriter and carries two hundred and fifty-seven 
keys. These keys are touched very lightly and thus 
print the required size of the type on a piece of metal. 
Every machine prints several sizes of type, while some 
machines print as many as twenty-four different sizes. 

The negatives of all pictures and drawings appear- 
ing in The News are made in the photographing 
department. These are made the same as ordinary 
negatives ; the picture is then printed on metal which 
is chemically prepared so that when it is treated with 
acids part of the plate is eaten away, thus leaving 4 
plate from which the picture can be made. 

The presses cut, print, fold, and count the papers— 
even a forty-eight page paper, if necessary. The 
queerest thing about a newspaper is that the paper В 
never printed from the original type. A circular plate 

made in the roll is cast and it is then put on a roller, 
which then prints the paper.
